» CULTURE.—Cabbage requires a strong good soil and should be heavily fertilized 
or manure worked in well before transplanting. The best fertilizer for Cabbage should 
contain available Phosphoric Acid 7%, Potash 8% and Nitrogen 5%. To raise large 
Cabbage without good soil and without working the plants well is an impossibility. 
Cabbage is sown here almost every month of the year, but the seed for the main crop 
should be sown from July to September. For a succession seed can be sown till Novem- 
ber. The main crop for spring should be sown during November. Wakefield varieties 
should be sown a little earlier than the Succession, the latter kind not till November 
but in a frame, so the young plants can be protected against cold weather, which we 
generally have in December and January. After the middle of January setting out can 
be started. These early varieties of Cabbage require special fertilizing. Cabbage is one 
ef the best paying crops for the market gardener, but it requires more work and atten- 
tion than most people are willing to give to raise during the months of July and August. 
Plants raised in August are the surest to head here. Sow the seeds thinly in seed beds, 
and water several times during the day; the seed should not be allowed to get dry from 
the sowing of the seed till large enough to transplant. . There is no danger in doing this 
of scalding the plants; so treated they will be less liable to attack by cabbage flies. 
Tobacco dust and ‘‘Corona Arsenate of Lead Dry,’’ see page 92, scattered on the plants 
and in the walks between the beds prevent insects.

PEAS. 


CULTURE.—Peas are a fine vegetable, and therefore are very generally cultivated. 
It is best to plant in ground manured the previous season, else they will make more 
vines than peas, As a general thing the dwarf kinds require richer ground than the 
tall growing varieties. Marrowfat Peas, planted in rich ground, will not bear well, but 
they produce well in sandy light soil. The Extra Early and Alaska will not produce a 
large crop without being in+srich ground. Peas have to be planted in drills two inches 
deep and from two to three feet apart, according tothe height they may grow. Premium 
Gem can be planted one foot apart, wnereas the Carter’s Telephone or Champion of 
England require three feet.

TURNIPS 


CULTURE.\The value of Turnips and Ruta Bagas for feeding stock in Fall and 
Winter is not fully appreciated as they are much liked by all kinds of stock and serve 
to keep them in good condition. They should not be fed, however, in large quantities 
to milch cows, or the flavor of the mill will be disagreeably affected. We recommend 
that farmers increase their sowings largely, for we are sure the crop will prove re- 
munerative for stock feeding as well as for table use when the roots are comparatively 
small. 

Both of these wholesome vegetables are very easily affected in their form and flavor 
by soil, climate and mode of culture. The Turnip plant is distinguished from the Ruta 
Baga by its rougher leaves: the root usually matures earlier and is smoother. 

For Summer use, sow early in Spring in light, rich or new soil, in drills one and 
one half to two feet apart according to the size of the variety and cover one half inch 
deep, or sow broadcast, but in either case be sure to have the ground rich and freshly 
stirred. Thin out early and keep free from weeds so that young plants will not be 
checked in growth. Any over-crowding will result in rough and poorly flavored roots. 
It is important to get the Spring and Summer crop started very early so that the 


turnips may have time to grow to sufficient size before hot weather causes them to
